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THE  EMBLEM 


The  official  emblem  for  The  United  Methodist  Church  combines  the  cross  and  a flame 
symbolizing  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  emblem  for  United  Methodist  Women  likewise  includes  the 
cross  and  flame. 

The  cross  and  flame  are  ancient  symbols  of  the  church  dating  back  to  the  days  of  Christ 
and  Pentecost.  Each  evokes  images  of  sacrifice,  witness  and  serivce.  They  remind  us  of  both 
the  opportunities  and  obligations  of  discipleship.  Paul's  ancient  words  to  Timothy  have  fresh 
and  contemporary  meaning:  "...  I now  remind  you  to  stir  into  flame  the  gift  of  God  which  is 
within  you."  (II  Timothy  1:6a-NEB) 

As  part  of  the  emblem  for  the  United  Methodist  Women  these  symbols  remind  us  of  our 
PURPOSE,  that  of  helping  women  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  and  willingness  to 
participate  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  These  also  remind  us  of  our  heritage,  of  women  who 
pioneered  in  the  service  for  the  church  at  home  and  abroad  and  in  organizing  women  for 
mission  service  and  support  in  many  areas  of  need. 

The  shape  of  the  emblem  is  likewise  symbolic.  It  is  fluid  and  free-flowing,  suggesting 
change  and  mobility.  As  organized  groups  of  women,  this  has  been  our  heritage.  Often  at  the 
forefront  of  movements  for  change,  at  times  supporting  the  projects  initiated  by  others,  but 
always  aware  of  the  times  and  striving  to  move  with  them  rather  than  be  overwhelmed  by 
them. 

The  cross,  the  flame,  and  the  individusi  with  her  abilities  and  opportunities  - all 
elements  of  a 20th  century  movement  for  United  Methodist  Women.

The  organized  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  shall  be  a community  of  women  whose 
PURPOSE  is  to  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole  persons  through  Jesus  Christ; 
to  develop  a creative,  supportive  fellowship;  and  to  expand  concepts  of  mission  through 
participation  in  the  global  ministries  of  the  church.

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GUIDELINES  FOR  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  EXPENSES 


1 . An  amount  up  to  $8.00  per  night  for  lodging  in  hotel/motel  based  on  two  persons  per  night 

as  a minimum. 

2.  An  amount  up  to  $7.00  per  day  for  meals  — this  is  to  cover  a full  twenty-four  hour  day. 
Meals  for  meetings  that  last  for  less  than  a day  would  be  covered  at  a cost  based  on  the 
following  schedule:  $2.00  for  breakfast;  $2.50  for  a luncheon  meal  or  a dinner. 

3.  Receipts  for  meals  and  lodging  should  accompany  expense  voucher  whenever  possible.  No 
reimbursement  for  more  than  actual  amount  paid  in  expense  incurred  shall  be  made. 

4.  For  meetings  requiring  a registration  fee,  such  fee  shall  not  be  an  allowable  expense. 

A.  Meetings  outside  the  Conference  shall  be  considered  as  they  arise,  with  the  exception 
of  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School,  which  shall  be  paid. 

5.  Whenever  possible,  members  from  the  same  district  or  area  should  form  a car  pool  for 

attendance  to  required  meetings  — to  be  coordinated  by  the  District  President.  The 
voucher  for  mileage  shall  state  members  of  the  car  pool. 

6.  Mileage  requirement  shall  be  increased  to  ten  cents  per  mile,  with  the  District  President 

responsible  for  car  pooling. 

7.  Vouchers  for  expenses  incurred  for  a specific  meeting  shall  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  the 

meeting  if  possible;  otherwise,  no  later  than  a week.

It  is  our  understanding  that  a proposal  has  been  made  to  change  the  location  of  the  1979 
Regional  School  of  Christian  Missions  from  Mt.  Sequoyah,  Fayetteville,  Arkansas 
because  the  state  department  has  not  ratified  the  ERA  Amendment. 

We  wish  to  express  our  opposition  to  such  action.  We  feel  it  is  contrary  to  the  policy  of 
the  Women's  Division  which  applies  to  national  meetings  only. 

We  feel  that  such  a step  would  do  irreparable  harm  to  one  of  our  own  Methodist 
Institutions,  to  the  future  of  ERA  itself,  and  to  the  relationship  between  the  Women's 
Division  and  the  women  of  the  conference,  many  of  whom  have  worked  ardently  for  the 
passage  of  the  ERA  Amendment,  though  without  success. 

We  urge  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  Regional  School  to  retain  Mt.  Sequoyah, 
Fayetteville,  Arkansas  as  the  location  for  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School.

1 . The  offering  taken  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  go  to  "action  from"  or 
"result  of  study"  on  China  and  Covenant  Living. 

2.  That  a plan  be  initiated  by  which  Districts  will  develop  and  submit 
administration  and  membership  development  budgets  to  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Finance  and  that  these  budgets  reflect  needs  and  program 
endeavors  of  the  districts  even  if  the  budget  is  in  excess  of  monies  coming 
from  Conference.  The  emphasis  should  be  on  need  rather  than  on  money. 

2a.  That,  to  begin  this  plan,  the  district  treaturers  submit  proposed  budgets  for 
the  1980  fiscal  year  at  the  time  of  the  1979  spring  executive  committee 
meeting  of  the  Conference  Organization  with  the  possibility  of  revision  of  the 
budget  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  committee  on  Finance  in  July. 

3.  Under  Guidelines  for  Executive  Committee,  number  4-b  should  read, 
"Mileage  reimbursement  shall  be  increased  to  100  (ten  cents)  per  mile,  with 
the  District  President  responsible  for  car  pooling. 

All  recommendations  passed. 

Annual  Meeting  - Mrs.  McGowan  reported  that  the  Theme  is  "You  are  my  Witnesses." 
There  will  be  a volunteer  choir.  All  women  that  enjoy  singing  are  encouraged  to  participate. 
The  Rev.  Mrs.  Mary  Louise  Rowand  will  be  our  guest  speaker. 

Women's  Division  Report:  Mrs.  Compton  reported  - There  are  8 evaluators  from  Louisiana 
for  the  Reading  Program.  These  women  read  books  and  give  their  evaluation  of  the  book. 

Workshops  for  the  committee  on  nominations  are  on  the  planning  board. 

Women's  Division  have  started  planning  for  the  National  Seminar  and  the  1980  General 

Conference. 

School  of  Christian  Mission:  Mrs.  Carruth,Dean,  handed  out  the  beautiful  programs  of  the 
school  to  the  executive  committee.  Mrs.  Carruth,  reported  that  there  were  216 
pre-registrations  for  the  mid-week  school  and  78  pre-registrations  for  the  weekend  school. 

Mrs.  E.  Mae  Calvin  is  to  collect  the  evaluation  forms  and  the  public  opinion  polls  during 

both  Schools. 

Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission:  Letters  had  been  received  from  Mr.  N.  Lee  Cate, 
saying  that  he  appreciated  the  stand  the  Louisiana  Conference  had  taken  to  hold  the 
Regional  School  at  Mt.  Sequoyah.  (For  Resolution  see  mid  year  minutes.) 

Mrs.  Wayne  Bryan  was  voted  as  the  Louisiana  Conference  representative  to  the 
Regional  School  Committee. 

Mrs.  Ward  gave  a very  special  thanks  to  Mrs.  Carruth  for  the  great  job  she  did  as 
member  of  the  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  Committee.

Procedures  for  nominating  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  jurisdiction  organization 
of  United  Methodist  Women,  nominees  and  alternate  to  the  Women's  Division, 
Board  of  Global  Ministries, and  other  special  representatives  (as  described  in  No.1, 
above  Shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  The  Conference  Executive  Committee  shall  be  the  nominating  body. 

b.  The  Nominations  shall  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  Executive  Committee 
Meeting. 

c.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a majority  vote  shall  constitute  nomination. 

d.  The  same  procedure  shall  be  used  to  nominate  alternates. 

e.  Nominations  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  for  election. 

Section  7,  page  21  Nominating  procedures  for  sections  5 and  6 (above)  shall  be 
established  by  a conference  standing  rule.

1.  That  the  entire  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  and  the  chairpersons  of

District  Elected  Leaders  Workshop. 

2.  That  a leader  for  each  of  these  groups  be  selected  to  direct  the  training  at  the 
District  Elected  Leaders  Training.

The  fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  was 
convened  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  sanctuary  of  the  Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton 
Rouge,  Louisiana,  with  President,  Mrs.  Truman  L.  Ward,  presiding.  The  opening  session 
began  with  an  organ  prelude  by  Mrs.  Jack  Story,  "Hymn  Tunes  for  Organ".  The  hymn  "0 
For  a Thousand  Tongues”  was  sung  by  the  congregation.  Mrs.  Arthur  Lundy  gave  the 
opening  prayer.  Mrs.  Carl  Camp,  Broadmoor  local  unit  president,  Mrs.  John  Blackman, 
Baton  Rouge  - Hammond  District  President,  and  Dr.  Douglas  L.  McGuire,  host  pastor  of 
Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church  gave  a welcome  to  all.  Mrs.  William  Browder, 
President  of  Church  Women  United  in  Louisiana,  also  gave  words  of  welcome.

Constitution  and  Bylaws:  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Chairperson,  presented  the  changes  and 
moved  their  adoption.  The  amendments  were  adopted  as  follows: 
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Standing  Rules  for  Local  Units 


1 . To  amend  Standing  Rule  #2,  by.  deleting  the  following  parenthetical  paragraph:  (Since 
Methodist  women  have  given  limited  financial  support  to  the  Louisiana  Moral  and 

Civic  Foundation  (LMCF)  for  a number  of  years,  and  since  this  organization  works  in 

areas  of  social  concern  which  are  of  special  interest  to  United  Methodist  Women,  local 

units  may  make  a gift  to  LMCF,  to  be  sent  through  regular  channels  and  marked 

"LMCF",  provided  such  a gift  does  not  reduce  the  Pledge  to  Missions  or  decrease 
other  items  which  specifically  support  the  work  of  United  Methodist  Women.) 

2.  To  amend  Standing  Rules  4 and  5 by  deletion.  (S.  R.  #4  refers  to  the  35(1:  per  member 
for  district  administration  and  membership  development;  #5  refers  to  contributions  to 
LMCF.) 

Standing  Rules  for  the  District  Organization 


1 . To  amend  Standing  Rule  #4  by  deletion  and  to  substitute  a new  Standing  Rule  #4  to 
read: 

4. a.  A district  may  be  organized  into  sub-districts  to  facilitate  the  work  of  United 
Methodist  Women  within  the  district.  A sub-district  leader  shall  be  elected  as 
part  of  the  district  elected  leadership. 

b.  The  duties  of  the  sub-district  leader  shall  be  to: 

- maintain  contact,  both  personally  and  in  other  ways  of  communication,  with 

the  units  in  her  sub-district; 

- publicize  all  activities  of  the  district; 

- assist  in  organizing  new  units,  in  reactivating  units  which  have  ceased  to 

function,  and  in  assisting  units  where  help  is  needed; 

c.  If  a sub-district  meeting  is  held,  the  District  Executive  Committee  shall 

assist  the  sub-district  leader  in  determining  program  emphasis  for  the 
meeting. 

d.  If  an  officer  is  taken  at  a sub-district  meeting,  expenses  for  the  meeting, 
excluding  refreshments  and/or  flowers,  may  be  deducted  before  remittance 
is  made  to  the  district  treasurer. 

e.  The  term  of  office  for  a sub-district  leader  shall  be  the  same  as  for  other 
elected  leadership  in  the  district.  Service  as  a sub-district  leader  shali  not 
count  against  tenure. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  THE  CONFERENCE

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PRESIDENT'SCOMPOSIT  REPORT 
1978  ANNUAL  MEETING 


There  is  a story  about  a mother  and  daughter  who  went  regularly  to  the  mid-week  prayer 
meeting  of  their  church.  Each  week  a good  sister  would  stand  and  give  the  same  testimony 
week  after  week.  The  testimony  went  something  like  this:  “Twenty-five  years  ago  the  Lord 
filled  my  cup  and  it  has  been  full  ever  since.”  Every  time  this  good  sister  stood  the  people 
knew  exactly  what  she  was  going  to  say.  The  only  thing  that  would  change  would  be  the 
addition  of  another  year.  One  Wednesday  evening  she  stood  and  again  said  “etc.”  The 
young  girl  leaned  over  to  her  mother  and  whispered,  “I'll  bet  that  lady's  cup  is  full  of  wiggle 
tails."  Now  I'm  sure  that  we  would  all  like  to  have  the  Lord  fill  our  cup,  but  we  wouldn't  want 
a stagnant  cup  full  of  wiggle  tails. 

Water  plays  an  important  part  in  our  lives  but  many  of  us  in  the  U.S.  take  it  for  granted. 
This  is  not  so  in  other  parts  of  the  world  and  was  not  true  in  biblical  times.  The  use  of  Water 
throughout  the  Bible  was  meaningful  and  meant  life  to  those  who  heard. 

In  the  Old  Testament  we  have  the  story  of  Hager,  the  bondswoman  of  Abraham,  who 
went  out  into  the  wilderness  with  her  child,  taking  along  a bottle  of  water.  In  a short  time  the 
water  was  gone,  and  the  mother,  greatly  distressed,  left  the  child  under  a bush  to  die.  Then 
God  opened  the  eyes  of  Hager  and  she  saw  a well  of  water.  She  filled  the  bottle  with  water 
and  gave  the  lad  a drink.  (Gen:21). 

Images  involving  water  throughout  the  Bible  had  great  meaning.  The  psalmist  says,  “I 
will  take  the  CUP  of  salvation,  and  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord."  The  prophet  Isaiah 
writes,  “Therefore  with  joy  shall  ye  draw  out  of  the  WELLS  of  salvation."  Here  is  the  symbol 
of  the  cup  and  the  well. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  the  story  of  the  woman  at  the  well.  She  came  with  her  waterpot, 
intending  to  draw  water  for  her  household  needs.  But  instead  she  met  the  master,  and  found 
the  water  of  life  that  He  alone  can  give.  She  left  her  waterpot  behind  and  went  home  with  the 
well  inside  of  her. 

Jesus  tells  us  that  the  water  that  he  gives  will  be  “like  a spring  of  water  welling  up  to 
eternal  life."  We  have  had  a cup  and  a well,  now  a spring.  A spring  is  fed  by  hidden  sources 
and  will  never  run  dry.  Then  Jesus  comes  to  the  climax  when  He  tells  us  that  he  believes  in 
Him,  “out  of  his  heart  shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water."  (John  7)  Now  we  have  gone  from  a 
spring  to  rivers,  not  just  a river,  but  rivers.  What  a promise!  Rivers  of  living  waters  flowing 
from  our  hearts,  from  you  and  from  me.  Christ  promises  to  bestow  this  gift  upon  the  one  who 
receives  Him  as  Savior  and  Lord  of  their  lives  which  will  bring  perfect  satisfaction  and 
sufficiency.  Then  through  us  will  overflow  rich  blessings  into  the  lives  of  others. 


The  Sea  of  Galilee  is  a very  beautiful  blue  lake,  surrounded  by  hills.  Fishermen  come  to 
this  lake  and  catch  an  abundance  of  fish.  In  that  same  land  is  the  Dead  Sea.  It  is  called  the 
Dead  Sea  because  it  is  so  full  of  salt  that  no  fish  or  vegetable  life  can  survive  in  it.  The  waters 
are  so  buoyant  with  salt  that  one  can  actually  sit  up  in  the  water,  hold  an  umbrella  and  read  a 
book. 


The  interesting  fact  about  these  two  bodies  of  water  is  that  they  are  fed  by  the  same 
streams  that  flow  from  snowcapped  Mount  Hermon.  But  why  is  it  that  the  one  is  full  of  life 
and  the  other  is  called  The  Dead  Sea?  The  secret  is  this:  Several  streams  flow  into  the  Sea  of 
Galilee  from  the  north,  and  at  its  southern  end  it  empties  its  waters  into  the  Jordan  River.  In 
other  words  the  Sea  of  Galilee  takes  in  as  much  water  as  it  gives  out.  Therefore  it  has  life. 
But  as  for  the  Dead  Sea,  much  water  flows  into  it  but  not  a single  stream  flows  out.  It  takes  in 
much  but  gives  out  nothing.  The  result  - it  is  dead. 
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There  is  a rhythm  in  the  life  in  the  spirit  much  like  the  flowing  waters.  There  must  be 
intake  and  outflow.  If  there  is  more  intake  than  outflow  the  intake  is  blocked  and  ceases.  If 
there  is  more  outflow  than  intake,  the  outflow  stops,  exhausted.  There  must  be  a continuous 
intake  and  outflow  in  our  lives  to  keep  us  radiant  and  fresh.  If  we  constantly  take  in  more 
than  we  give  out,  we  become  stagnant  and  lifeless.  If  we  constantly  give  out  more  than  we 
take  in,  we  become  dry  and  lifeless,  too. 

I see  the  "purpose”  of  this  organization  as  having  this  flowing  structure  - the  possibility 
of  intake,  filling,  overflowing. 

"To  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole  persons  in  Jesus  Christ"  is  to  be 
filled,  a very  personal  experience  that  cannot  be  programmed  for  us.  However  opportunities 
can  assist  us.  This  year  the  conference  goal  of  "Personal  Commitment  to  Jesus  Christ"  was 
continued  and  under  the  leadership  of  Helen  Brock,  Christian  Personhood  Chairperson,  and 
a revised  pamphlet  of  resource  material  was  prepared.  Ten  Upper  Room  Covenant  Prayer 
Groups  were  reported  and  over  600  women  participated  in  retreats  in  each  of  the  nine 
districts.  Call  to  Prayer  observances  were  held  and  we  sent  an  offering  of  $12,000.  The 
emphasis  on  "Personal  Commitment"  culminated  in  this  Annual  Meeting  with  the  theme 
"You  Shall  Be  My  Witness." 

A very  special  opportunity  this  year  was  Assembly  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  where 
126  women  from  Louisiana  joined  with  9000  other  United  Methodist  Women  in  the 
celebration  of  Holy  Communion  as  we  shared  bread  brought  from  the  73  conferences. 
Inspired  by  Bible  study  led  by  Dr.  Albert  van  den  Heuvel,  we  grappled  with  the  meaning  of 
prayer,  time,  justice,  freedom  and  faith. 

At  our  own  School  of  Christian  Mission  under  the  leadership  of  Dean,  Nancy  Carruth, 
we  were  blessed  as  we  studied  the  book  of  Revelation  with  Dr.  Lindsey  Pherigo.  We  joined  in 
praise  each  morning  and  were  led  in  music  and  worship  throughout  the  school  by  the 
vivacious  Elise  Shoemaker.  We  departed  inspired  by  a silent  procession  to  Brown's  Chapel 
and  the  Celebration  of  Communion. 

The  second  part  of  the  purpose,  "To  develop  a creative,  supportive  fellowship"  is  the 
fullness  and  we  consider  this  a banner  year  as  our  fellowship  increased  aby  nearly  10%.  We 
rejoiced  with  our  sister  Estelle  Dameron  as  she  was  named  "Valiant  Woman  of  the  Year"  by 
Church  Women  United  of  Louisiana  and  are  proud  of  our  sister  Ruth  Carter,  an  author  of  "To 
a Higher  Glory”  a newly  published  book  on  the  history  of  black  women  in  mission  in  the 
Methodist  Church.  Ruth's  book  made  its  debut  at  Assembly.  We  are  pleased  to  welcome  to 
the  conference  mission  team,  Thelma  Brett,  editor  of  our  new  conference  Newsletter.  This 
Newsletter  is  sent  to  all  local,  district  and  conference  officers  as  well  as  pastors  and  is 
intended  to  strengthen  the  fellowship  by  improving  communication. 

We  support  our  sisters  in  the  ordained  and  diaconal  ministries  and  will  honor  them  this 
evening.  We  work  closely  with  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  and  their 
chairperson,  Lottie  Palazzo,  is  a member  of  our  Conference  Executive  Committee.  We 
strengthen  our  supportive  fellowship  as  we  participate  in  ratification  and  implementation  of 

the  Charter  of  Racial  Justice  Policies. 

The  community  extends  as  some  of  our  members  attended  the  National  Assembly  of 
Church  Women  United  at  Purdue  and  others  participated  in  the  state  Assembly  in  Lafayette. 
A worldwide  fellowship  is  strengthened  through  supplementary  giving  of  $1700  for  the 
Women  in  Rural  Development  Fund. 

The  overflowing  is  "to  expand  concepts  of  mission  through  participation  in  the  global 
ministries  of  the  church"  and  the  key  to  expanding  concepts  is  participation.  We  participate 
in  worship,  dialogue,  study,  with  our  financial  resources  through  personal  involvement  in 
church  and  community  through  dealing  with  issues. 
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Margaret  Bryan  and  Gloria  Bennett  our  conference  Christian  Global  Concerns 
Coordinator  and  Christian  Social  Involvement  Coordinator  attended  the  Seminar  on  Human 
Rights  in  New  York  and  Margaret  was  invited  to  participate  in  the  Economic  Justice  Seminar 
also  held  in  New  York.  Iris  Baucum  and  Minza  Rabun  were  chosen  to  represent  us  at  the  Law 
of  the  Sea  Seminar  in  Bryan,  Texas.  They  are  available  to  all  north  Louisiana  units  as 
resource  persons.  Invite  them. 

At  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  with  331  in  attendance  we  were  involved  in  studying 
Contemporary  China.  We  searched  for  answers.  How  do  we  understand  the 
renewal /recovery  of  China?  What  can  we  as  Christians  learn  from  China?  What  does  it  mean 
to  be  “A  Covenant  Community”  in  these  times  of  change?  Are  we  willing  to  make  a 
commitment  and  to  be  God's  Covenant  People? 

At  Assembly  to  which  we  were  called  under  the  theme  "A  New  People  for  a New  Age” 
we  were  confronted  with  areas  of  critical  need  - Human  Rights  struggle,  the  plight  of  women 
political  prisoners,  the  need  for  child  advocacy.  We  had  to  make  choices  of  dealing  with  the 
ethics  of  life  and  death,  cloning.  We  were  called  to  responsible  action  and  in  this  sensed  a 
unity  in  mission  and  in  worship. 

We  participate  with  our  financial  resources  and  overpaid  our  pledge  and  sent  to  the 
Women  Division  $186,000  in  undesignated  giving.  Our  emphasis  on  undesignated  giving  is 
extremely  important  as  this  represents  almost  40%  of  the  total  budget  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries. 

It  is  difficult  to  catagorize  activities  into  the  three  parts  of  the  purpose  because  they  are 
so  inter-related  and  inter-dependent.  Each  part  depends  upon  the  other  and  cannot  stand 
alone.  Just  as  in  our  spiritual  life  we  need  the  infilling,  overflowing  action  to  be  radiant 
Christians,  alive  in  Christ.  We  need  faith  and  action.

The  infilling  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  for  supplying  our  own  needs; 

The  outflowing  is  to  help  supply  the  needs  of  others. 

The  infilling  is  for  Christian  character; 

The  outflowing  is  for  Christian  conquest. 

The  infilling  goes  to  the  innermost  heart; 

The  outflowing  goes  to  the  outermost  world. 

Let  us  be  sure  when  we  overflow  that  it  is  not  we  who  are  overflowing  but  the  SPIRIT  OF 
GOD  who  is  overflowing  through  us.

A "Learning  Center"  chaired  by  Mrs.  Robert  Compton  proved  most  interesting  and 
many  new  ideas  were  found  here.  Co-leaders  in  this  area  were  Mrs.  George  Carter,  Mrs. 
John  Blackman,  and  Mrs.  Ardelia  Scott.  Mrs.  James  Burris  headed  the  Audio-Visual 
Committee  and  this  was  well  received  by  the  members.  Another  great  addition  was  Mrs.

Outstanding  speakers  included  Bill  Nowahbi,  National  Division 
of  Board  of  Global  Ministries;  Peggy  Billings  of  the  Womens  Division;  Boy  Sano,  Professor 
of  Religion  at  the  Pacific  School  of  Theology,  Berkley  and  many  others.  The  seminar  was  a 
spirit  of  revival.  Songs,  devotionals  and  legislative  studies  inspired  the  delegates  to  dedicate 
themselves  to  continue  the  struggle  for  human  rights  of  mankind  (and  womankind).

LAW  OF  THE  SEA  SEMINAR 

A Law  of  the  Sea  Seminar  was  held  at  College  Station,  Texas,  September  12  - 13,  1978. 
Mrs.  W.  D.  Baucum  (Iris)  of  Springhill  and  Minza  Rabun  of  Bastrop  were  elected  by  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee  to  attend. 

There  were  outstanding  speaker,  explaining  different  aspects  of  the  Law  of  the  Sea. 
Some  of  the  Aspects  were  as  follows: 

The  freedom  of  scientific  research  has  become  increasingly  important  to  colleges  and 
universities  in  Oceanography. 

That  freedom  was  the  basic  need  and  desire  of  those  who  use  the  seas. 

There  are  some  trillion  barrels  of  petroleum  undiscovered  in  the  oceans. 

The  importance  of  all  the  mineral  resources  and  fisheries  resources  that  are  in  the 
oceans. 

As  United  Methodist  Women  we  need  to  be  informed  and  to  support  Law  of  the  Sea, 
because  our  world  is  at  an  open  moment  in  history  where  the  decisions  made  by  both  the 
individuals  and  delegates  at  the  United  Nations  Conference  on  The  Law  of  the  Sea  and  by 
concerned  people  in  the  United  States  can  make  a difference.  At  this  point  in  time,  every 
concerned  person  makes  a difference  in  whether  a just  and  equitable  Ocean  Law  can  be 
realized.

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1978  ASSEMBLY:  "NEW  PEOPLE  FOR  A NEW  AGE" 


It  is  not  easy  to  describe  on  paper  the  enthusiasm,  excitement  and  hope  of  the 
Assembly.  Of  the  9000  participants,  126  came  from  Louisiana.  Our  long  drive  through  the 
night  on  chartered  buses  certainly  helped  us  get  to  know  each  other  even  before  we  arrived 
in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

In  analyzing  the  Assembly,  it  seems  the  event  brought  to  our  attention  future  directions 
that  should  concern  us  and  that  we  can  influence  if  we  work  together. 

Marian  Wright  Edelman  challenged  us  to  better  respond  to  children's  needs  in  a very 
emotional  presentation  about  the  plight  of  children  world  wide  (suprisingly  including  the 
U.S.) 

Dr.  Una  Kroll,  a family  physician  with  training  in  psychotherapy  who  is  also  a deaconess 
of  the  Church  of  England,  was  leader  of  the  Assembly  plenary  "Shaping  the  Future  through 
Ethical  Choices."  Four  situations  requiring  ethical  and  moral  decisions  were  presented  to 
the  audience  through  a series  of  skits.  Two  actors,  dressed  as  boxers  in  a ring,  developed  the 
argument  to  a point  of  decision  requiring  a yes  or  no  answer.  At  that  point  the  acting  stopped 
and  the  audience  voted.  Dr.  Kroll  then  analyzed  the  meaning  of  the  winning  vote.  Two  of  the 
topics  discussed  were  cloning  and  "pulling  the  plug"  on  those  on  artificial  life  support 
systems. 

Ambassador  Andrew  Young,  U.S.  Representative  to  the  U.N.,  appeared  via  a specially 
prepared  video  tape  interview.  Dutch  Theologian  Dr.  Albert  van  den  Heuvel  led  unusually 
inspiring  Bible  studies,  often  using  his  own  scripture  translations.  A panel  discussed  women 
political  prisoners. 

Drama,  music  and  group  participation  were  often  interspersed  between  the  speakers 
and  panels.  Among  the  most  noteworthy  dramatic  productions  was  a "Celebration  of 
Women  In  Ministry"  highlighting  our  pioneering  predecessors  in  women's  church  activities 
and  social  reform  --  as  well  as  our  own  roles! 

But  nothing  was  more  memorable  than  the  communion  service  using  loaves  of 
home-baked  bread  from  the  73  conferences  which  participated.  The  offering  received  totaled 
$89,000  and  will  be  used  for  projects  which  "enable  women  to  move  into  this  new  age."

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STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  UNITS 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


1.  No  new  unit  may  be  officially  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been  sent  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  new  unit  to  the  district  treasurer. 

2.  a.  Support  for  projects  which  are  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  church-at-large  should 

be  as  individual  members  of  the  church  rather  than  through  the  treasuries  of 
United  Methodist  Women. 

b.  It  is  against  the  policy  of  the  Women's  Division  to  release  lists  of  officers  to  any 
organization  or  commercial  firm. 

3.  All  appeals  for  fund  not  included  in  the  adopted  budget  of  the  unit  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  (or  the  Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no  Committee  on  Finance) 
for  recommended  action  before  presentation  to  the  local  unit. 

4.  a.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  organization  on 

the  basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members,  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one 
delegate. 

b.  Membership  of  each  unit  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  current  Annual  Report 
and  Directory,  unless  corrections  are  given  to  the  conference  president  sixty  (60)  days  in 
advance  of  the  annual  meeting. 

(Amended,  Sept.  1978) 

5.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on  the 

basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  each  unit  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

6.  Elections  shall  be  held  in  September,  and  those  elected  shall  assume  their  duties  on 
January  1,  of  the  following  year. 

7.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit,  or  the  inability  of  the  treasurer  to 

discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  unit  shall  be  authorized  and 
empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  (or  the  Executive  Committee,  if  there  is 
no  Administrative  Committee)  to  draw  and  sign  checks  on  behalf  of  the  unit. 
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STANDING  RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  ORGANIZATION 
UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


1 . Thirty  (30)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization,  the  secretary  of  the 

district  shall  send  to  each  local  unit  president  delegate-registration  cards  for  the  meeting 
and  instructions  for  their  use. 

2.  Local  units  shall  be  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  on  the 

basis  of  one  delegate  for  each  twenty-five  (25)  members,  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  every  unit,  regardless  of  size,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate. 

3.  The  voting  membership  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  organization  shall  be  the 

delegates  from  the  local  units  and  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
district  organization. 

4.  a.  A district  may  be  organized  into  sub-districts  to  facilitate  the  work  of  United  Methodist 

Women  within  the  district.  A sub-district  leader  shall  be  elected  as  part  of  the  district 
elected  leadership. 

b.  The  duties  of  the  sub-district  leader  shall  be  to: 

- maintain  contact,  both  personally  and  in  other  ways  of  communication  with  the  units  in 
her  sub-district; 

- publicize  all  activities  of  the  district; 

- assist  in  organizing  new  units,  in  reactivating  units  which  have  ceased  to  function,  and 
in  assisting  units  where  help  is  needed; 

- preside  over  any  sub-district  meeting  which  may  be  held. 

c.  If  a sub-district  meeting  is  held,  the  District  Executive  Committee  shall  assist  the 
sub-district  leader  in  determining  program  emphases  for  the  meeting. 

d.  If  an  offering  is  taken  at  a sub-district  meeting,  expenses  excluding  refreshments 
and/or  flowers,  may  be  deducted  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  district  treasurer. 

e.  The  term  of  office  for  a sub-district  leader  shall  be  the  same  as  for  other  elected  leaders 
in  the  district.  Service  as  a sub-district  leader  shall  not  count  against  tenure.  (See 
District  Handbook  for  United  Methodist  Women,  pg.  9)

5.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  treasurer  of  the  district  organization,  or  the  inability  of  the 
treasurer  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office,  the  president  of  the  district  organization 
shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Administrative  Committee  to  draw  and  sign 
checks  on  behalf  of  the  district  organization. 

6.  The  time  between  the  election  of  the  treasurer  and  the  assumption  of  her  duties  shall  be  a 

time  of  training  during  which  she  will  work  with  the  incumbent  treasurer,  especially 
in  preparing  the  fourth  quarterly  report.  The  treasurer-elect  shall  attend  all  Finance 
and  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  training  events  occuring  during  this  interim 
period.
